PUBLIC SERVICE PROGRAMS 

Public Service Programs was es- 
tablished in 1971 to extend the 
College's resources nationally and 
internationally. 

Workshops and conferences have 
been sponsored to orient profession- 
als to deafness, to collect infor- 
mation on specific problems in the 
area of deafness and to teach lead- 
ership and management skills to deaf 
people. Roz Norman has primary re- 
sponsibility for coordinating these 
meetings. 

Publications on various aspects of 
deafness have been developed and 
widely disseminated by Loraine 
DiPietro. 

Public Services is also respon- 
sible for the local TTY news ser- 
vice. In addition, Anne Deneen has 
developed a school news program. 

Ten schools for the deaf have weekly 
appointments to receive a 15-minute 
"newsletter" via TTY. 

This year Public Service Programs 
has taken a special interest in deaf- 
blindness. Art Roehrig has been 
hired to collect information on the 


‘needs of deaf-blind people and the ; 


resources available to meet these 
needs. A model screening program 
for Usher's Syndrome at Gallaudet 
College will be initiated. 

Al Pimentel, director, is also 
project director. ior a Title 1 grant 


through which community service cen- 


ters have been established in three 
cities. Nancy Torbett is clerk- 
typist for this project. 

Pat Hunter is administrative 
secretary for the program, which 
is located on the second floor of 
College Hall. Visitors are welcome.
